The Reward Napoleon III. Gave a Syco- 
phantic Verse-Writer. 


From the New York Journal, 


When the Emperor Napoleon IIT. was wri- 
ting his ‘‘Life of Casar,’”’ and was casting am- 
bitious glances ata chair in the Academy, a 
poet, whose name shall be unknown to fame, 
wrote a few verses on the emperor’s work, re- 
ferring to him asthe ‘‘Greater Cwsar of these 
later years.”’ 

It was absurdly sycophantic in spirit, save a 
Paris correspondent of the Chicago Tribue, 
but it was so exquisitely phrased that it at- 
tracted wide attention. The writer sent a copy 
of it, engrossed on parchment, to the emperor.

When the poet came the emperor received 
him affectionately, and after some conversa- 
tion asked him if he was marrried. 

“So, are. * 

‘‘And why don’t you get married? See here. 
Weuld you marry a- lady, young, beautiful, of 
ardent disposition, and with a haudsome dow- 
ry, if you met such a one, who was willing to 
have you? 

“Yes, sire, I should be only too happy.”’ 

“Well, then, come here tomorrow night at 
10. I will present you to her.” 

At the appointed time the poet again pre- 
sented himself at the palace and was admitted 
to the emperor’s presence. The emperor was 
in street dress,and at once put on a large cloak 
and a hat that concealed his identity, and Iced 
the poet toa side door. There they entered a 
coach and were driven to a bijou villa that 
stoud in the midst of spacious grounds in a re- 
tired part of the city. They entered, and the 
emperor said : 

‘‘Wait here until I prepare her for your 
coming.”’ 5 

So saying he ascended the stairs, leaving the 
poet in a small reception room, Ina few min- 
utes he reappeared and beckoned the poet to 
follow him. They went upstairs and in a lux- 
urious boudoir found the lady. She was all 
that the emperor had said: young, beautiful 
and charming. 

‘‘My dear Marie,” said the emperor, “allow 
me to present Mr. , Who comes as a suitor 
for your hand.” 

Thenhe abruptly left the room. The re 
did not repent his bargain. He found the lady 
ready to accept his wooing, and, knowing that 
the imperial favor depended upon his discre- 
tion, he did not seek to learn her past history. 

They were quietly married a few weeks later, 
the bride’s dowry being $500,000, — 

The poet was never again invited to the 
Tuileries, however, nor did he ever again have 
a personal interview with the emperor, but he 
soon received to his surprise, an appointment 
in the diplomatic service in a distant part of 
the world.

Interesting Talk With a Col 
lector of Them. 


DATES AND PRICES GIVEN. 


Valuable Collections Made by 
Some of Our Citizens, 


eg you ever talk to a coin collector? 
0. 

Then waste no more time. Go to the office 
of Mr. Abe Fry and question him concerning 
his collection. His face will brighten up and 
he will stop business to talk to you. 

A representative of THz Constrrutrion had 
heard this, and he resolved to test its truth. 
He visited Mr. Fry's establishment, and soon 
the great collector of rare coins was expatiat- 
ing volubly upon the value of coins. 

“You have no idea,” said Mr. Ab> Fry, 
“thow the business of collecting rare coins has 
grown inthe past few years. It has become 
an important indnstry. Men dexote their on- 
tire time to the business, and many of them 
have made fortunes. I have been in the trade 
for fifteen or more years, and I profess to un- 
derstand the business thoroughly. I know in- 
stinctively a valuable coin as soon as I see it, 
and I can spot a worthless piece just as soon 
asitcomes before me. Long and constant 
practice has enabled me to do this. I have 
read allthe books on the subject and have 
familiarized myself with the characteristics of 
every rare coin.”’ 

‘You have some very valuable coins in your 
collection, have you not?”’ 

“Well, I should say so. Just cast your eyes 
upon this,” said Mr. Fry, exhibiting a silver 
dollar, which seemed to the interviewer not 
unlike thousands of silyer dollars he had han- 
died the past month. 

‘How much would you give for it?’’ asked 
the dealer. 

“Ifin an extravagant humor,” replied the 
rent me man, “‘I might be tempted to give 
two dollars for it.”’ 

“It will take just one thousand dollars to 
buy it.’’ 

‘*Where does its great value come in?”’ was 
asked. ‘‘Itis not very ancient, for I notice 
that it is dated 1804. I myself have a coin 
that has the age on that by two hundred years, 
and yet [ would not haggle over the price if I 
was offered half that amount. Here it is; look 
at it, Mr. Fry.’’ 

_ “T suppose not,” he answered quickly, ‘‘for 
it is not worth fifty cents. Such coins as it can 
be bought for a dollar a dozen.”’ 

“Well, why is that dollar piece so yval- 
uable ?’’ 

a there are only ten of them in the 
wer d.”’ 

“There is a half dollar silver piece, coined 
in 1796; another in 1797, and this dollar piece, 
in 1794. Each is worth $125 at the lowest, 
and I would like to get some duplicates. 
There is a three-cent piece, issued in the year 
1802, You can’t buyit for less than $400. And 
this silver quarter; it is worth $80. This cop- 

er cent of 1799 commands just an even one 
uundred dollars.’ 

“When were the first coins made in the 
United States?’’ was asked. 

Mr. Fry answered: ‘The first copper coin 
was issued by this geverument in 1793; the 
iirst silver coin in 1794, and the first gold coin 
in 178.” 

‘What issues command fancy prices ?”’ 

‘Let me begin with gold coins. The twenty 
doliar pieces of 1849, the ten dollar pieces of 
17, 17%, 1797, 1798, 1799, 1802, 1803 and 
1838 all are worth much more than their face 
value. The five dollar pieces of 1745, 1796, 
1801 and every year up to 1515 are more or less 
valuable. And those coined in 1818 and the 
years following to 1554 are worth somewhat 
more than their face value. The three dollar 
and the two-and-a-half-dollar pieces are not re- 
garded as specially valuable, because so many 
of them can be had.”’ 

‘*What about the silver coins ?’’ 

‘*The silver dollars of 1872 and 1875 are ata 
premium, and the issue of 1794 is very high- 
priced. ‘Those coined in 1795, 1796, 1797, 1708 
and 17° are worth having. But the most val- 
uable of all is that dollar made in the year 
1804, which, as [ told you, is worth $1,000.”’ 

‘*‘What about the halves and quarters ?”’ 

“The half dollars of 1794 and 1795 are worth 
about three dollars each. Those of 1796 and 
1797 are worth $20 each. Those of 1501, 1815, 
1835 (milled edge), 1838, 1851 and 1852 are 
pretty valuable, and are becoming more valua- 
bie every year.’’ 

**How about the smaller coins ?’’ 

‘‘Some of the quarters, dimesand half dimes 
are scarce and valuable. The quarters coined 
in 1823 and 1827 will sell readily for $25 each. 
A half dime dated 1802 will bring in the mar- 
ket $40 or more. Only a few of the copper 

yieces are worth very much. The most valua- 

le three-cent piece is that of 1799, which can 
not be bought for less than $10. Some of the 
half cent pieces can be sold as high as $6a 
piece. The original silver half doilars of the 
confederate states, issued in 1861, are worth 
about $300. Veryfewof them are in exist 
ence.”’ 

‘‘What about foreign coins?” 

“TI make aspecialty of American coins and 
know very little about: the value of foreign 
coins. I believe I have the most desirable 
collection of American coins in the United 
States. I have spent thousands of dollars in 
collecting them, and I am very proud of them 
indeed. I would not part with my collection 
for any amount.’’ ae" 

“Then vou do not buy them to sell again? 

‘‘No, I simply have an ambition to own the 
largest and most valuable collection of rare 
coins, and I do not care to sell them. J am 
ready to buy, however.”’ 

It is known that Mr. Julius L. Brown, of 
this city, possesses one of the most valuable 
collections of ancient and modern coins, owned 
by any individual in the United States. He 
has spent asmall fortune and has devoted 

ears of his life to securing this collectioe, and 
Ge prizes itso highly that money could not 
tempt him topart withit. But Mr. Brown 
has becn so frequently annoyed by the ‘‘coin- 
tiends’’ who pester him with hundreds of ques- 
tions as to the value of coins and who insist 
upon his buying all sorts of worthless pieces of 
money, that he is sorry that he ever undertook 
his collection.

EDISON'S WONDER 


The Perfected Phonograph and 
lis Uses. 


And the Part it Plays in the 
Wonderful Machine. 


Mr. Thomas A. Edisen in the current num- 
ber of the North American Review discusses 
his perfected phonograph at some length, 


ipulating a Morse telegraphic machine that 
he first conceived the idea of the phonograph. 
He noticed that when the cylinder carrying 
he indented paper was turned very swiftly it 
gave off a humming noise from the indenta- 
tions, & musical, rhythmic sound, resembling 
that of human talk heard indistinctly, 

This led the inveutor to fit a diaphragm to 
his machine, which would receive the vibra- 
tions, or sound waves, made by his‘ voice as he 
talked to it, and register the vibrations on an 
impressible material placed on the evlinder. 
Such excellont results were obtained that Mr. 
Edison decided to continue his experiments. 


sacrificed distinctness of articulation in order 
to secure a loud tone, which would be heard 
in a large room when emitted through a fun- 
nel-shaped transmitter. In his improved ina- 
chines Mr. Edison has substituted a cylinder of 
wax for the tin foil which he at first used for 
receiving the record of sound pulsations. One 
diaphragm receives the pulsations, which are 
incised on the wax in very fine lines. 


the reproducing diaphragm over the wax, and 
this diaphragm, provided with a very fine 
needle, takes up and reproduces the vibra- 
tions, bringing them to the ear through a tube. 
The entire machine is run by an electric mo- 
tor. 

In my article ten véars ago, I enumerated 
among the uses to which the phonograph 
would be applied: 1. Letter writing and all 
kinds of dictation without the aid of a stenog- 
rapher, 2. Phonographic books, which would 
speak to blind people without effort on their 
part. 3. The teaching of elocution. 4. Re- 
production of music. 5. The ‘Family Re- 
cord’’—a registry of sayings, reminiscences, 
etc., by members of a family, in their 
own voices, and of the last words 
of dying persons. 6. Music boxes 
and toys. 7. Clocks that should announce in 
articulate speech the time for going home, 
going to meajs, ete. & The preservation of 
languages, by exact reproduction of the man- 
ner of pronouncing. 9%. Educational purposes, 
such as preserving the explanations made by a 
teacher, so that the pupil can refer to them at 
any moment, and spelling or other lessons 
placed upon the phonograph for convenience 
in committing to memory. 10. Connection 
with the telephone, so as to make that inven- 
tion an auxiliary in the transmission of per- 
manent and invaluable records, instead of 
being the recipient of momentary and fleeting 
communications. 

Every one of these uses the perfected phono- 
graph is now ready to carry out. I may add 
that, through which the facility with which it 
stores up and reproduces music of all sorts, or 
whistling and recitations, it can be employed 
to furnish constant amusement to invalids, or 
to social assemblies, at receptions, dinners, etc. 
Any one sitting in his room alone may order 
an assorted supply of wax cylinders inscribed 
with songs, poems, piano or vielin music, short 
stories, anecdotes, or dialect pieces, and, by 
putting them on his phonograph, he can listen 
to them as originally sung or recited by 
authors, vocalists aud actors, or elocutionists. 
The variety of entertaininent he thus com- 
mahds, at trifling expense and without moving 
from his chair, is practically unlimited. 
Music by band, in fact whole operas, can be 
stored up on the cylinders, and the voice of 
Patti singing in England can thus be heard 
again on this side the ocean, or preserved for 
future venerations. On four eylinders eight 
inches long, with a diameter of five, I can puy 
the whole of ‘Nicholas Nickleby’’in phonogram 
form. In teaching the correct pronunciation 
of English, and especially of foreign languages, 
the phonograph, as it stands, seems to be be- 
yond compayison, for no system of phonetic 
spelling can convey tothe pupil the pronun- 
ciation of-a good English, French, German or 
Spanish speaker so well as a machine that re- 
produces his utterance even more exactly than 
a human imitator could. 

The speeches of orators, the discourses of 
clergymen, can be had ‘‘on tap’’ in every house 
that owns a phonograph. It would not be 
very surprising if, a few years hence, phono- 
graphic newspaper bulletins should be issued 
on wax cylinders. Even now, so soon as the 
phonograph comes into gencral use, newspaper 
reporters and correspondents ee talk their 
matter into the phograph, either in the edito- 
rial office or at some distant point, by a tele- 
phone wire connected with a phonograph in 
the composing room, so that the eommunica- 
tion may be set up in type without 
any preliminary of writing itout in long hand. 

The wax cylinders can be sent through the 
mails in little boxes which I have bad prepared 
for that purpose, and then put upon another 
phonograph at a distant point, to be listened to 
by a fricnd or business correspondent. To ob- 
viate the difficulty caused by the friend’s not 
haying a phonograph of his own, pay stations 
will be established, to which any one may take 
the phonogram that he has received. have it 
placed on the instrument, and the contents re- 
cited to him from the machine, as well as copi- 
ed out at the same moment by a type-writer, 
Thus the phonograph will be at the service of 
every one who can command a few cents for 
the fee. And which of us would not rather 
pay something extra, in order to hear a dear 
friend’s or relative’s voice speaking to us from 
the other side of the earth? 

Author's can register their fleeting ideas and 
brief notes on the phonograph at any hour of 
day or night, without waiting to find pen. ink 
or paper, and in much less time than it would 
take to write out even the shortest memoranda. 
They can also publish their novels or essays 
exclusively in phonograph form, sO as to talk 
to their readers personally; and in this way 
they can protect their works from being stolen 
by means of defective copyright laws. Musi- 
cal composers, in improvising compositions, 
will be able to have ee recorded instanta- 

usiy on the phonograp.o. 
ae “‘- a it has been decided 
to make all the phonographs of uniform 
size; so that a record put npon the machine 
in New York may be placed on another ma- 
- chine of the same pattern in China, and speak 
exactly as it was spoken to on this continent. 
Each wax blank will receive from 800 to 1,000 
words; and of course several blanks may be 
used for one document, if needed, This uni- 
form size and pattern makes the thing perfectly 
practicable in ofiices which have busimess con- 
nections all over the globe. My private secre- 
tary today speaks all letters intoa phonograph, 
from which they are taken off by a type-writer 
or ordinary long-hand?writer, with an immense 
saving of time and trouble. Persons having @ 
large correspondence can talk all their —

That is Going to Give Georgia 
Hog Meat 4alore. 


ABOUT THE COMING CROP. 


What Commissioner Henderson Says—Thirty 
Thousand More Tons of Guano Used 
This Year Than Last. 


“The notabdge fact of pitching crops in 
Georgia this year,’’ said Commissioner Hen- 
derson, ‘‘is the marvelous increase in the acre- 
age of Spanish peanuts. This is a compara- 
tively new cropin Ge@®gia. It has increased 
every year for five years. This season many 
correspondents report an increase of 300 per 
cent in their counties in the acreage of Spanish 
peanuts, and a large number report an increase 
of from 100 to 250 per cent.”’ 

“You regard this as important?” 

“Ido. It means thatin two or three years 
Georgia will raise every pound of meat she 
consumes. The hog and the Spanish peanut 
go together. I have raised 125 bushels on a 
single acre, and the very poorest land gave me 
from cighty to a hundred bushels per acre. 
Tne hog is very fond of the peanut, and it is a 
very fattening food. A farmer can get four 
times as much meat producing food from an 
acre in peanuts as he can get from an acre in 
corn. He can turn a drove of fiftg or a hun- 
dred hogs in a field and let them root the vea- 
nuts up until they are fattened and ready to 
kill, and he will tind next season an abundant 
crop of peanuts from the same field without

Congress Still Wrestling With the Mills 
Bill. 

WASHINGTON, June 9.- In’ the house, Mr. 
Johnston, of Indiana, offered a rescluation set- 
ting apart Wednesday, June 13th, for the con- 
sideration of the bil! granting arrears of pen- 
sions. 

Referred to the committee oh rules. 

The house then went into committee of the 
whole on the tariff bill, the pending lines re- 
ating to flax. , 

Mr. Buchanan, of New Jersey, threatened 
that the laborers of this country would be 
heard from in no uncertain tone if the bill be- 
came a law. 

Mr. Mills defended ‘the bill and deprecated 
the efforts made by the other side to distort 
every attempt at revision into abuse of the 
poor. 

Mr. Lind, of Minnesota, a republican, who 
has heretofore supported the bill, made a 
strong plea for the protection of the linseed 
oil industry, which would, he said, be injuri- 
ously affected by the removal of the existing 
duty on linseed. He told the Missouri demo- 
crats that the success of their lead works de- 
pended, in great measure, on the success of 
tho flax industry. 

The motion tostrike out the clause placing 
flax straw on the free list was defeated, 62 to 


4. 

The debate went on at length, occasionally 
touching upon flax, but taking in lumber, salt, 
glass and the general principles of the bill. 

Mr. Hemphill, of South Carolina, referring 
to his recent speech during the general de- 
bate, said that kis remarks as to free trade in 
labor had been misconstrued. If he desired to 
hire men to. perform work for him, 
he would. hire them as _ cheaply as 
he could, if he wanted to make 
money. But when it came to the introduction 
of Coolie ond Italian and Hungarian labor, 
there were other things to be considered be- 
sides the question of cheap labor. It would 
be very unwise to advocate the introduction of 
any set of peopie who had not and would not 
have a proper appreciation of the institutions 
under which we lived, or who would not 
be likely to associate with the 
people. But as to all others 
who chose to come in and become good citi- 
zens, he could see no objection to them if they 
chose to work more cheaply than some one 
else. 

Mr. Hopkins, of Illinois, asked if the gen- 
tleman (Mr. Hemphill) had been forced into a 
repudiation of his former statement by the re- 
sult of the election in Oregon. There was no 
disguising the fact that the Mills bill leaned 
towards free trade and the gentleman's whole 
argument had led up to that. 

Mr. Hemphili replied that he had no 
proper opportunity before to reply to Mr. Hop- 

cin’s criticisms. Moreover, he did not pre- 
tend to be a leader and did not believe that his 
utterances had the weight attributed to them. 
To Americans he said that he did not favor 
Chinese immigration. 

Trusts also came in for a good share of at- 
tention from Rayner, Cannon, Kelly, Reed, 
Dockery and Butterworth. 

Pending debate the committee rose and the 
house at 4:55 p. m. adjourned. 


THE GROWING CROPS. 


A Marked Increase in the Area of Cotton— 
The Wheat Crop. 

WASHINGTON, June 9.---The crop report of 
the department of agriculture says: ‘‘There 
is a slight local change of the condition of win- 
ter wheat. Someimprovement in New York 
and Pennsylvania, and a marked decline in 
Missouri and minor changes of states else 
where, making an average of 73.2 against 73.1 
in May. The loss by the overflow of the Miss- 
issippi river-in Illinois offsets in part the im- 
provement in other counties, 
ana, Michigan and Kansas, the average condi- 
tion is nearly the same asin May, There was 
some reduction in seeding the winter wheat 
area in some states, though the average 
breadth of all was but slightly reduced. In 
the east and south there wasuo material loss 
of area from freezing. but in several western 
states it was considerable. The apparent 
reduction of the breadth of winter wheat as coin- 
pared with that of last year is about one 
and three-quarter millions of acres. The per- 
centage of reduction for the entire winter wheat 
rigion is placed at We cent. It is 18 in Illi- 
nois,14in Ohio, 10in Michigan and 9ia Indiana. 
This is in comparison with the reduced are 
harvested last year. There has been an in- 
crease of area of spring wheat in Dakota and 
in territories further out west, but the décrease 
in Iowa, Wisconsin and Minnesota, making an 
average decrease for the spring wheat region 
ofone percent. Area in wheat is apparefitly 
slightly below 3,00,0000 acres. 

The area of cotton seems to have increased 
in every state except Florida. The increase- 
ment is largest west of the Mississippi, as 
usual. The preliminary survey of acreage 
makes an increase of 22 per cent, and brings 
the aggregate breadth close to nineteen mil- 
lion acres. State averages are: Virginia, 
105; North Carolina, 100.5; South Carolina, 
101.5; Georgia, 101; Florida, 99; Alabama, 
101.5; Mississippi, 101.7 ; Louisiana, 102 ; Texas, 
105; Arkansas, 102; Tennessee, 103. There has 


been an excess of rain in the Atlantic cot-’ 


ton belt, with low night temperature, 
and in some districts in Texas complaint of too 
much rain is made. On the eastery gulf coast 
the temperature has been nearly normal part 
of the time. West of the Mississippi cool and 
moist Weather has retarded the growth of the 
crop. Average of conditions are: Virginia 84, 
North Carolina 86, South Carolina 88, Georgia 
92, Florida 94, Alabama ‘2, Mississippi %, 
Louisiana 86, Texas 80, Arkansas 4, Lennes- 
see 92; general average, 88.2,

WATTERSON SPEAKS 


About the Work of the St. Louis 
Convention, — 


AND THE PLATFORM ADOPTED. 


He Says the Platform of 1884 
Was Not Satisfactory. 


Louisvitie, Ky., June 9.—The Watterson 
and democratic clubs, headed by bands of 
music, and followed by a concourse of citizens, 
serenaded ®ir. Watterson at his home in this 
city this evening, on his return from St. Louis. 
He spoke, reviewing the work of the conven- 
tion, peattorms, etc. Following are the most 
notable passages in his remarks about the 
tariff and platform: 

f went to the St. Louis convention with the single 
purpose of urging that the line of battle should be 
drawn on the message of the president and the po- 
sition of our friends in congress. I met there a for- 
midable array in favor of our plan of campaign, the 
simple reaftirmation of the platiorm of 1584 anda 
general] indorsement of the administration. There 
was, from first to last, no other issue raised. It is 
true that I helped to make the platform of 1884. It 
is true that I spoke for it in the national convention 
of that year, 

Fur four years I have put upon ft the construction 
which I thought to be justified by the plain tenor of 
its meaning. But it is also true that the eoun(ry ac- 
cepted it as a straddle, and that this interpretation 
had stored itself in the public mind. Merely to re- 
itleraie, therefore, was to lose all that we have 
since gained, to traverse a policy which, 
in congress at least, has brought us 
union where there were only ivisions 
to surrender an intrenched position and to fiy wild 
in the face of the entng f 1 could not consent to 
this. On the contrary, I agreed to take the platform 
submitted to rt by Scott and Gorman, word for word, 
ifthey would agree to strike out the first clause, 
which, withoutany qualification whatever, reaf- 
firmed the platform of 1884. 

There was no other difference between 
us—none at ali—and whilst they made their ar- 
gument with extraordinary earnestness, plausi- 
bility and power, I am bound to say they disclosed 
no spirit that was not that of honest democrats 
seeking the good of the country and party, and 
when we finally reached the conclusion embodied 
by the platform as perfected we stood as one man 
and not as three men. But, fellow-citizens, to rescue 
them from the _ perils that befell poor Tray 
an ascription so dangerous in that part of the 
country, as it would seem, of being caught in my 
company, let me hasten to suggest that there may 
be some mistake about my opinions and purposes 
I have certainly done all I could do to fix the atten- 
tion of the people upon the ruinous exactions of 
the tariff. I have sought to force upon the authors 
of that tariff every eg of the pledges they made 
when they enacted it, that it should not outlast the 
argument that called it into being, and 
it may be that in the course of 
the agitation, I have not always been very squeam- 
ish about the terms used to described what the su- 
preme court itself has described as “legalized 
robbery.” But nowhere hayel proposed anything 
extreme or destructive. I ama builder by prefer- 
ence, conservative by nature, and no more than the 
president, no more than Mr. Carlisle, no more than 
my friend Gorman wouldiI proceed in the work 
ofreform with any rash presumption. Iam the 
friend, not the enemy of manufacturers, of mining 
und industrial development, of labor in the sense 
of honest work for honest wages, and if the 
democrats of New York, New Jersey and Connecti- 
cut would take what I think from my lips and 
not at second-hand from lips puckered to lie for 
a consideration, they would fear nothing to 
frighten or to injure them.

WASHINGTON GOSSIP. A 


The Generals of the Army—Major Barnes's 
Rum Bath. 

Wasutneton, June 9.—[{Special.]—The ac- 
tion of congress in passing the bili to revive 
the grade of “general” in the army during the 
lifetime of tho present lieutenant-general and 
commander of the army, recalls the fact that 
the United States has only had three generals 
in its history. These three were General 
Washington, General Grant and General Sher- 
man. 

Files tn the war department show that 
although General Alexander Hamilton com- 
manded the army, he only possessed the title of 
major general. In the thirty-third congress a 
joint resolution was passed reviving the grade 
of lieutenant general, which had formerly 
been bestowed upon General Washington, who 
was afterwards made general, but died with 


him, upon General Winfield Scott for his ser- | 


vices in the Mexican war. The resolution 


provided that ‘“‘when said grade of lieutenant | 


general shall have been once filled and become 
vacant this joint resolution shall thereafter 
cease and be of no effect.’’ Hence, when 
General Scott died the grade died with him. 

The next legislation” was in 1864, which 
revived the grade of lieutenant-general. It 
authorized the president to select from ofticers, 


‘not below the grade of major-general, the most 


distinguished for courage, skill and ability, 
who should have command of tlie 
armies of the United States. The 
‘act was for the benefit of General Grant: but 
& subsequent act in 1866 revived the grade of 
general, which was bestowed upon him. When 
General Grant was promoted tothe rank of 
general, General Sherman was made lieuten- 
ant-general. When Grant became president, 
General Sherman was made general and Gen- 
eral Sheridan promoted to lieutenant general. 
Hence, at this writing. we have two living 
men who possess the full rank of ‘“‘general.”’ 
They are Sherman and Sheridan.

The 
sati:factionJwhich the government party de- 
rive from the kaiser’s yielding to Bismarck’s 
representation that it would never do by veto- 
ing the quinquennial parliament bill to furnish 
radical opposition a pretext to*boast that the 
kaiser had sided with it against his own cabi- 
net, and the conservative majority is damp- 
ened by the prospect of an imperial rescript. 

The Cologne Gazette and other government 
organs daily urge the emperor ayainst doing 
anything likely to cause further resienatrons. 

Herr Puttkamer never had the full sym- 
pathy of the emperor, and the latter's 
decision to part with him  betokens his 
determination to impart to his reign the 
stamp of his Own independent convictions 
Von Puttkamar’s letter of justification treated 
the matter a sa personal one. It was not sub- 
mitted to the cabinet. The kaser’s reply de- 
clared that Von Puttkamer had failed to con- 
vince him. Bismark visited Von Putikamer 
today, but not the emperor, so nothing is yet 
decided regarding Von Puttkamer’s successor. 
National liberals want Miquel, mayor of 
frankfort,or Von Bennigsen, probably the 
iormer, to succeed him. The radicals desire 
Herr Winter,mayor of Dantzig. Neither party 
is hopeful that the emperor will go so far to 
left in his choice, and it is doubtful whether 
any leader would accept the position in the 
present uncertain state of affairs. 

The emperor’s journey to Pottsdam was 
idealized by the loyalty of the people, and has 
been treated by the Berlin press in the spirit 
o{ the Arthurian legend. The fine weather of 
the past two days has enabled him to spend 
much time outdoors, to his great benefit, as it 
is certain his removal to Pottsdam causeda 
slight relapse. His appetite is still enfeebled 
by the heat. Theemperor has decided that 
no summer fetes or other festivities shall be 
stopped on account of his condition or the 
death of hisfather. 

The empress, curing her tour of the flooded 
districts, stopped at Elbing, Dvischea and 
Schnundemuhi, visiting sufferers by the 
tloods and receiving town officials. She will 
return to Potsdam at midnight tonight. Her 
inajesty has sent an answer to the address pre- 
sented to her by the women and girls of Ger- 
litz. 

Bismarck is expected at Kissengen on July 
7 for a three weeks’ sojourn. His wife’s ill- 
ness has been serious. The princess is able to 
leave her bed at intervals. 

The National Zeitung states that the govern- 
ment has abandoned for the _ present 
the intention of increasing duties on 
liussia’s ain. This announcement had 
a good upon bourse, which 
was quiet during the week, with the excep- 
tion of a disturbance which was caused by the 
rumor that contemplated the conversion of 
4 per cent Prussian consols into 35 per cents. 
It is believed the ministry favors such a pro- 
ject. but present circumstances are not favora- 
ble for an operation of such magnitude. Ger- 
many’s foreign trade during April last does not 
compare favorably with that of April, 1887. 
The export of iron and steel show a large de- 
crease. Wood shows an increase, and those of 
sugar, rye, Oats, copper, zinc and coiton a de- 
crease. 

Beginning with the month of July the cir- 
culation of foreign coin will be prohibited 
throughout the empire, except in districts 
nearest the Austrian and Swiss frontiers. This 
measure is mainly directed against French 
coin in circulation in Alsace-Lorraine. 

Kruez Zeitung states the government will 
soon introduce the maxim mitrilleuse into the 
army and that Herr Krupp has acquired the 
exclusive right of manufacture of the weapon 
for twenty years.

He has a love for ti @ antique, 
and for the past ten years has mia’ fe it a point 
to collect and keep all rare coins ‘ jat came in- 
to his possession. A few years ago, while he 
was cashier of a bank in Forsyt a, a bag full of 


ferred to, told by the Am*‘jricus Republican, 
that is decidedly interestir,¢: In 1838 a Mr. 
Chambless, of Monrce co anty, put ten thous- 
and dollars in gold and. silver coins intoa 
stone jar, and sealing it ‘up securely buried it 
in the bed of a stream Iyear his home. In 1878, 
forty years thereafter, Mr. Chambless, on his 
deathbed, revealed t'ae secret of his hidden 
wealth to his fami'y, Shortly thereafter the 
jar was taken frem the creek and the coin 
found to be as bright and new as when it left 
the mint. Thegold was Spanish eighty real, 
and French twenty franc pieces, while the sil- 
ver was of French, Spanish and Mexican coin- 
age, with a good sprinkling of American 
halves, quarters and dollars. From these Cap- 
tain Myrick selected the rarest, and the bal- 
ance were sent to New York and sold. 
While . traveling throngh Europe last 
year Captain Myrick secured specimens 
of the coins of nearly every nation, embracing 
every denomination from the lowest to the 
most valuable. Among the hundreds that go 
tomake up his collection these are the most 
valued to him, many of which are worth 
twenty, or even fifty times their face value, 
owing to their antiquity: 5 franc piece, 11th 
year of the French republic, Bonaparte, first 
consul; 20 real Spanish, Joseph Napoleon, 
king of France and Navarre, 1730; Danish 
specie dollar, Christian 8th, king of Denmark, 
1845; American 50c piece, 1790, very rare and 
and worth probably $25; two American silver 
dollars dated 1798 and 1799; also very rare and 
well preserved; 5 franc, Napoleon, emperor 
on one side, republic France on the otiler, 
dated 1807; 8 real, republic Central America, 
1836; 8 real, republic of Peru, 1838; 1 franc, 
Helvetia, a beautiful new coin dated 1886; 
gold pound sterling of 1821, representing King 
George and the dragon; 2 mark, ‘Free State 
of Hamburg,’ 1878; American 20c piece, 1875, 
worth $2; gold dollar, republic of Costa Rica, 
1854; 8 real Republic of Bolivia, 1841; Nor- 
wegian 1 cent copper, 1861; “T'woore’’ Charles 
15th, king of Norway and Sweden; American 
$3 gold piece, 1878; American copper cent,

Politics in the First District— 
News From Macon. 


Savasnan, Ga,, June 9%.—[Special.]—A 
question that deeply concerns the administra- 
tion of Jaw in this community is whether a ne- 
gro, by name Adam Morse, will ever be extra- 
dited by Canada fora brutal assault upon a 
Coast Line conductor. Morse has a bad little 
boy whom Barber, the conductor, required to 
behave himself on a trip to Thunderbolt. 
Morse, in a fit of anger, went 
to Barber’s house, called him out by means of 
an accomplice and beat him within an inch or 
less distance of his life withaclub. He gave 
bond in 1,000, and skipped to Canada. His 
bondsmen are poor negroes. The negroes of 
Toronto warmly espose Morse’s cause. Morse 
said to them that Barber had - used his 
punch to take flesh out of his son’s body. Im- 
mense sympathy was elicited. hether 
Morse’s body will ever be conyeyed across the 
Canadian frontier remains for time-to demon- 
strate. The crown attorney admits that the 
case isa good one for extradition, but an ap- 
peal will be entered to the court of last resort. 

The St. Louis convention did not excite the 
phegmatic Savannahian very highly.

OLD HOWDY ON ASTRONOMY. 


Discussion Between Mr. Martin and a Lectn- 
rer From New York. 
From the Galveston News. 

A News reporter interviewed an old Texan, 
from whom he gathered the following inci- 
dent concerning Congressman Martin, of 
Texas, which illustrates his views on astrono- 
my. Abouta third of a century ago a New 
Yorker was traveling through Texas lecturing 
on astronomy and illustrating his lectures with 
globes, charts and magic lantern pictures. He 
evidently possessed more enthusiasm in the 
interest of science than he did practical com- 
mon sense, or he never would have fallen 
into the trap set so deliberately for him and 
become the subject of the following practical 


oke: 

The lecturer arrived at Athensand distrib- 
uted his handbills. He had a fine audience of 
several hundred persons, who were interested 
and astonished. He told them how the plane- 
tary system was arranged; how the sunto d 
stillLand all the other planets revolved a round 
it. He explained to them thatthe earth was 
round and revolyed on its axisonce in every 
twenty-four hours. 

After the lecture was concluded a rough 
looking young man arose in the audience and 
said, oddventing the lecturer: ‘Sir, do I un- 
derstand you to 7 that the sun stands stil] 
and thatthe earth turns upside down once 
every day?’ The lecturer replied that the 
science of astronomy so taught, and that he so 
believed. The young man, who was none 
other than BiH Martin, a young lawyer, who 
has since beeome celebrated as ‘‘Howdy Bill 
Martin,’”’ of Texas, challenged the lecturer to 
a joint discussion of the question. The chal- 
lenge was immediately accepted, and it was 
agreed to leave the decision to three arbiters 
there selected by the parties. Ifthe decision 
should be in favor of the lecturer, Martin was 
to pay him $100, and ifin favor of the young 
lawyer, the lecturer was to leave all of his 
globes, charts and pictures there, leave the 
state and go home and earn an honest living, 
as Martin expressed it. 

The joint discussion began the next morn- 
ing, and continued for two entire days, before 
an immense audience. The three arbiters sat 
on the stage and looked as wise as three owls. 
Martin poured hot shot, qnick and fast, into 
the New Yorker. He quoted scripture, and 
especially that part where Joshua commanded 
the sun tostand still. He appealed to the 
cominon sense of the —— many of whom 
had traveled from the old states to Texas; and 
had never seen any evidences of the rotun- 
dity of the earth, He accused the 
lecturer of trying to fool the people with his 
new fangled ideas, and trying to lead them 
astray from the faith of their fathers. He also 
mildly intimated that the propagators of such 
notions ought to be taken up and burned for 
heresy. ‘The earnest manner and stentorian 
voice of Martin, with his charge of heresy and 
the usual punishment therefor, made the New 
Yorker tremble in his shoes. The lecturer’s 
polished argument and scientific dissertation 
were unavailing. 

The arbiters retired at the close of the dis- 
cnssion and returned in a few minutes with 
the verdict that ‘‘the sun do move and the 
earth is flat.’’ 

The lecturer was crestfallen. He doubtless 

thought he had met the toughest lot of heath- 
ens on earth. He never saw the point of the 
joke. He retired from the lecture field, leay- 
ing his whole outfit in the hands of the vic- 
torious enemy. 
One of the arbiters was Tom Murchison, 
who was elected by the Fort Worth conven- 
tion this week as a delegate from the second 
congressional district of Texas to the national 
democratic convention at St. Louis.

A TRIP 10 TEXAS 


Interested. 


TALK WITH A RANCHMAN. 


The Benefits to the Cattle Busi- 
ness by Cold Storage. 


Austin, Tex., May 31.—On the train from 
New Orleans to Texas I made the acquaintance 
of a wealthy rancheman of this state, from 
whom I learned some facts that may be of in- 
terest to your readers. He said in substance: 
“Crude cattle raising in the settled portions of 
Texas is played out. We must, to make the 
business profitable, fatten and slaughter our 
cattle here, and by means of refrigerator cars 
and ships, send them to the markets of the 
world.’”’ 

“Have you ever heard of the ‘cold storage’ 
by means of anhydrods gas.”’ 

‘Yes, it’s wonderful! I saw experiments tried 
with it in Galveston. A spoonful or two of 
the stuff, looking much like rock salt, was put 
in a tin cup and a little water added. <A ther- 
mometer was placedjin it and in three minutes 
it went from 77 to 24 degrees and was soon so 
cold that I couldn’t hold the cap in my hand. 
I wouldn’t believe it if I hadn’t seen it. 
Putting this wonderful agent under control by 
means of appliances lately invented, if 
works as they say, will not only cheapen re- 
frigeration and cold storage of all kinds, but it 
will bring untold comfort to people in hot cli- 
mates. Instead of traveling 1,000 miles to find 
a cool climate, then, perhaps, only to find the 
thermometer 100 in the shade, on Long Wharf, 
Boston, as I did once, we can have any degree 
of coolness that we want in ourown houses— 
can freeze ourselves in midsummer if we want 
to.’’ 

“To return to fattening cattle at home, 
what are its main advantages ?”’ 

“Why, instead of taking five acres to feed 
one cow, we can feed five cows from one acre. 
Then, too, we can make a three-year-old steer, 
fed on cultivated forage, weigh twice as much 
as he would if fedonly on wild grasses; and, 
lastly, we can get nearly twice as much per 
pound for fat, tender beef, as we can for the 

‘lean racers we drive north.” 

*‘More care and work though?” 

“Of course. But it’s care and work that 
pays.”’ 

“What cultivated grasses are best for this 
purpose ?”’ 

“Clover, alfalfa, bermuda grass and crab 
grass are all good, but the best fattencr I ever 
used is sorghum.”’ 

“You cut it green, I suppose ?”’ 

“Yes, I cnt it green, bind itin bundles and 
shock itupinthe field. There let it stand 
till it is thoronghly dried through. Then 
stack it and feed it out as is required. But last 
fall I watched an experiment made by a 
neighbor of mine that. for fattining cattle 
beats everything that leversaw. He bought 
460 lean cattle that weighed 450 to 500 pounds 
each. He bought cotton seed meal at Slia 
ton and cotton seed hulls at $3 a ton, and fed 
these cattle steadily and systematically for 
three months, kecping an exact account of 
everything. He mixed three pounds of the 
meal each day with as much of the hulls 
as they would eat, and gave to each animal. 
At first they would try to pick out the meal 
and leave the hulls, but little by little 
they came to like the hulis and ate them ray- 
enously. Well, sir, he kept this up, asI say, 
for three months, feeding it tothemdry. It 
cost him for this queer mixture $3.20 a month 
per head—$9.60 per head for the three months, 
and at the end of that time these cattle came 
out not only fat, but weighing from $00 to 
1,100 pounds each. In other words, he more 
than doubled their weight. 

Now, look at the profit. He paid for these 
cattle three cents a pound, live weight. 

A 500-pound steer cost him...... 0. n......... 8 15-00 
Cotton meal and bulis for three monthbs........ 9 60 


$24 60 

He got for it when fattened, if sold for only 
3cents a pound, $33, ‘a protit of $8.40 on one 
steer, or 34 per cent on the investment in three 
months. AVhat he sold them for I don’t know, 
probably 44 centsa pound, (as fat cattle are 
worth that much more than lean)in which 
case his profit in three months was not less 
than 100 percent. Howisthatasa premium 
for care, work and brains, such as. any farmer 
in a cotton country can win?” 

‘‘Ouite satisfactory, I should think.’’ 

‘Yes, and that reminds meof another dis- 
covery recently made. One of our cotton seed 
oil works, in Texas, accustomed to burn these 
cotton seed hubs, saved a few barrels of tine 
ashes and shipped them to Europe, where 
chemists experimented with them and found 
they contained properties so valuable for some 
purpose, I don’t Know what, that they offered 
$12 a barrel for such ashes.’’ 

My informant is wealthy, intelligent and 
evidently conservative. Hig testimeny would 
carry weight in any courtroom, and I believe 
he stated only facts. 

THE NEW TEXAS STATE HOUSE. 

No man can travel through this great lone 
star state, as I have often done, without being 
impressed with its magnitude and present 
wealth and overawed at its prospective impor- 
tance. We get byt a vague idea of its size 
when we are tuld that its area is 204,000 square 
miles. It helps us to think of it as forty-one 
times as latge as the state of Rhode Island, 
six times as large as the state of New York, 
andthat it might have a lake in the center of 
it so large that if the whole of France were 
anchored inthe middle of this lake it eould 
net be seen from the Texas shore. 

Governor Ross gave me this morning a few 
facts about the finances of the state that eom- 
port with its magnitude. Its bonded indebt- 
edness, mostly held in the state, in round ham- 
bers, is $4,500,000. Like Uncle Sam, it is 
troubled with a surplus, that it don’t know 
what todo with. It hasin the general state 
treasury a surplus of over $2,000,000. Its 
school fund has a surplus of $16,000,000, more 
than haif loaned out on county bends and rail- 
road first bonds, and they are seeking for an 
investment for the balance:

JACKSON AND CLAY. 


A Retrospective View Suggested by tie Pres 
ent Situation. 
Gath, in Cincinnati Enquirer. 


The speaker of congress when Jackson waa’ 
elected was Henry Clay; if I am correct in my mem- 
ory. He was the idol of congress, and from the 
same state which has produced Carlisle. Heseemed 
to be in the height of his health, strength and in- 
domitable courage. President Jackson followed 
him, without the least magnanimity or mercy, from 
step to step, until Clay, with his excessive self ew 

teem and pluck, felt somewhat like Samnel J. Ram- 

dall at the present moment. Democrats, too, forgot 
that Henry Clay was a demdcrat, and had bees 

trained and brought into the speakership 

by the sime political party ta 

which Jackson belonged, He was 

in the war of 1812, the war speaker, and assisted ta 

put the knife to the old federalists who hesitated 

about accepting the second war with England. He 

did not leave the party, but claimed that he was its 

leader when he went out in favor of internal im- 

provements and protection to manufacturers, Stijl, 

like Randall, he was read out ofthe pafty by the 

strict constructionists, and he never did reach the 

presidency, and to this day it is probable that Gen- 

eral Jackson is more of a power and a reminiscence 

in the United States with both parties than Henry 

Clay. Clay attributed the hostility to him te 

his espousing thea cause of home manufactures 

and industries He said that the war of 

1812 showed him in what a wretched] state of de 

pendence we were for military clothing, arms and 

everything, upon England, because he had aimed te 

bring the Amcrican people up to the development 

of their own industries. He said that this unselfish 

attempt on his part was met by a denunciation of 

him as the friend of robber barons and protected 

interests. A!l this you can findifyou read his re 

marks and letters. The simple fact was that the 

patronage of the president, exercised with despot 

ism, was more than a match ina political circle fos 

any philanthropic designs. 

There was a bright politician from Mississippi by 

the name of Poindexter, who had been, like Same 

uel J. Randall, very harsh toward the federalists 

and whigs. He came from Virginis, I think, or his 

family did, and had drifted through Kentucky te 


| Mississippi, where he was the prime favorite of the 


voters. He wanted his patronage in Mississippi as 
a congressman or senator, and General Jackson re 
solved to give certain offices down there to the 
Gwynn family, who had been connected wt: his 
own in Tennessee, the father of the Gwynns having 
been a Methodist preacher in Jackson's household, 
Some dispute arose over an appointment in Missi 
sippi. 

Polndextes lost his temper and declared that he 
would not be set down upon. One of the Gwynns 
who had come to Mississippi was entrapped intos 
quarrel and forced to fight a duel and was killed, 
The otherson was the celebrated Duke Gwyna, 
who died but a litile while ago, after having fig 
ured in the civil war. Jackson pursued Poindexter 
through al! the subtle and mysterious avehues of 
the public patronage until he drove him out of Mix 
sissippi politics and out of the state. There were no 
doubt harsh, unscrupulous bomicidal points about 
Poindexter, but he experienced, in spite of his fire- 
eating propensity, the paucity of one man withine 
party contending with its lord Neutenant, its Croma- 
well and its sultan. 

Thus the tomposition of political parties is alte- 
gether different from their theory. The party whiel 
claims that it acts for the people and is against the 
kingly power, very often becomes the attendant of 
the king. The French republicans, who had crea- 
ted the great revolution in their country, never ha@ 
any help from Bonaparte, though he was in thele 
ranks as a professional soldier, but when he came 
to power by a violent act, expelling the legislative 
body from its chamber, it was impossible for such 
pure and brave and victorious men as General 
Moreau and.the old republican, Captatm 
Pichegru, to resist him, Pichegru was 
strangled*in prison and Moreau was banished te 
America, It remains to be seen whether the dogs 
are too hungry or whether they have been turned 
into wolves by eviltreatmeut. Whatever tends te 
make the next presidential election interesting as 
amatterof news and episode will be altogether 
more oxygenizing than tosee an immense republie 
eat the leek and a great party hold its back up like 
bunechback in the time of the Loulsiana bubble te 
have the regent and his friends use them for writ- 
ing desks when they made their bets in the stool 
exchange.

A Favorable Railway Ctctiovk. 

The statistics of railway construction 
from January to June, presented by the 
Chicago Railway Age,” make a remarkably 
gratifying show for a presidential year, a 
year generally regarded with suspicion by 
business men and the projectors of great 
enterprises. 

In 1887, the year of greatest construction 
ever known, about 18,000 miles of track 
were laid,and yet the first five months of that 
year showed only 2,351 completed miles. 
This is nearly matched by the figures for the 
present year, up to June 1, only eighty 
miles being wanted to equal the record of 
last year. Already about 2,300 miles of 
main track have been laid in thirty-two 
states and territories, oran -aggrecate of 
123 lines. ‘There is now a probability that 
the track-laying of the year will reach 
10,000 miles, @d it is reasonably possible 
that it will reach 12,000 miles. 

According to our contemporary’s statis- 
ties, California isthus farin the lead with 
279 miles of track added on different lines. 
Next comes Georgia with 195 miles, fol- 
lowed by Alabama with 146, Kansas with 
137, Kentucky with 132, Texas with 117, 
Missouri with 112, and Tennessee with 111. 
The greatest activity in railway construc- 
tion isin the south, and it will probably 
continue in that region for sometime to 
come. 

It will be seen that the estimates and 
predictions given in these columns a_ short 
time ago, based upon the returns for the 
first quarter of 1888, are fully sustained by 
later figures.

The change in the system of farming in 
Georgia in the past few years is remarkable. 
The grain crop has doubled, and quadrupled, 
but the cotton crop has held its own. All 
that has been gained in erchard, garden, 
field or pasture, has been gained without 
the loss of a single pound of cotton. Com- 
missioner Henderson this morning tells of a 
coming element in our agricultural system— 
the Spanish peanut. In many localities, 
the cultivation of this plant has increased 
three hundred per cent, and the increase 
over the state has been remarkable. The 
peanut leads to the pig, and Judge Hender- 
son predicts that in three years Georgia will 
raise more meat than she can cotisume. 
With one acre of peanuts, he claims that 
four times more hogs can be raised and fat- 
tened than with one acre of corn, and that 
the peanut will grow on land too poor to 
grow anything’else, or can be planted in the 
cornfield without the slightest detriment to 
the corn crop. Anything that diversifies 
our agriculture or gives the farmer a supple- 
mental crop is valuable. So we lift our hat 
to the Spanish peanut and the Georgia hog, 
and wish them the top of the morning.

Paxton, Ga., June 6, 1588.—Captain Fivan 
P. Howell, Atianta, Ga: Dear Sir: 1 wrote you 
several days ago making some comments on your 
Cartersvilie speech. Since then 1 have seen two 
© mmunications addressed to you, published in THE 
CONSTITUTION. The one of yester‘ay seemed to 
dwe'l mostly on the matter of immigration aad felt 
like we would never gvtthe emigrants because tiey 
would have tocome into competition with negro 
labor here. This would cértainly be the case with 
common laborers or ilH‘erate people without trades, 
or capital to buy land and empl: y others, Trades. 
Men «a inot céme because we have comparatively 
no manutacturing est blishments to give them em. 
ployment. Asitis the north gets them and sends 
here for our i:01 which they get delivered there 
cheaper than they can produce it. Tlic y have these 
mechanics or ta@lesinen work it up into 
fmished machinery and all kinds of goods 
and pay first class-freivht on it to get it 
back into our murkets, Now, Atlanta 
need not be troubied about getiing more population 
ifshe willonly build factories and machine shops 
of various kinds and offer skilled mechanies and 
artisans something todo, They don't have to’com- 
pete with negro laborand they know it as well as 
we do. In my letter to you several days ago I stat- 
ed that Atlanta can get p’'g aud bariron as cheap as 
anybody who are located in a furnace or rolling 
mill yard, and could also get fine grade of coke as 
cheap as Birmingham, and nearly as cheap as Chat- 
tanooga, if not as cheap, as they all ase Pokahontas, 
Va., coke, After the iron ore hasbeen reduced to 
pig, but little coal is used in the manufacture of iron 
goods, and Atlantacan save the difference in eost 
mauy times over Chattanooga and Birmingham in 
the cost of inbor; for lam satisfied she can work me- 
chanics 25 to 50 cents per day less on each man than 
Chattanooga or Birmingham can; and they would 
be glad to leave either of the two latter places in 
droves, if assured regular work in Atlanta at 
the reduced wages, as they can save the apparent 
loss in doctor’s billsand loss time from sickness, 
etc,, ete. The difference in wages that can be dic- 
tated between the places would more than make At- 
lanta’s coal and coke free. To prove my assertions 
I would be glad if you would post yourselfon tbis 
matter, They have a furnace at Cedartown. Now if 
they havea foundry there I would be giad if you 
would learn what they are making that foundry 
pay for pigiron, avd then knqw of Atlanta foundrys 
whut they get itat—I venture to say you will find 
Cedartown furnace making her foundrypay some- 
body. else’s prices plus the freight,and you will find 
Atlanta getting it justas cheap, and in my judg-

THEY WANT TO TEACH. 


Forty-Eight Applicants Stand a Rigid 
Examination. 


The Girls’ High school building was a lively 
place yesterday morning from 8 o'clock till 9. 

Nearly fifty young ladies and gentlemen 
were moving about briskly, asking questions 
of Superintendent Slaton, talking about the 
examination which was abont to begin, and 
chatting about many other things. 

But as 9 o’clock came the hilarity suddenly 
ceased and a stillness settied over the scene. 

There were forty-one young ladies and seven 
young gentlemen who were applicants for 
teachers’ places in the public schools af At 
lanta. 

The examing committee of the school board 
consists of$Messrs. J. T. Glenn, M. C. Blanch- 
ard, W. R. Hammond and W. D. Beattie, who 
were present the greater part of the day. 

The young men were in one room and pro- 
fessor W. H. Slaton presided. The young 
ladies were in another room, and Superintend- 
ent W. F. Slaton conducted the examination. 

The examination was that prescribed by law. 
It was in writing. Each applicant was pro- 
vided with a paper containing questions in 
various branches. These were answered in 
writing. The young ladies were not allowed 
to have any communication with each other, 
nor torefer to any memoradum or book. 

All were placed on their own resources. The 
examination began at nine o’clock, and several 
applicants had filled out their papers by noon. 
Others finished by one and two o'clock. At 
four o'clock only about a dozen were left. At 
five o’clock this number had dwindled down 
to five. Several, however, did not finish their 
task till after six o’clock. All the papers were 
turned over to Major Slaton, who will examine 
them carefully and make his report to the 
school commiitee. This report must be sub- 
mitted by the 50th of June, when an election 
will take place. At least one-third of the ap- 
plicants were residents of outside towns. 

About one o’clock all the applicants were 
treated toalunch by Mr. Hoke Smith, and were 
given ashort recess. 

Major Slaton saysit is impossible to sa 
which of the applicants stood the best exam? 
nation. He was impressed with the intelligent 
appearance of the whole class. He says that 
it cannot be stated now how many teachers 
will be elected. He thinks there will be about 
ten or adozen new teachers chosen.
